had no desire to leave the new 
movement, and then of course 
William Booth found that he 
and the mission had great 
need of the converts to con- 
tinue the rapidly expanding 
work.

Letters To The Editor — 


Dear Sir, 


It is with regret that I must 
say I feel the letter of Cr. Lee 
in the “Altona Star” of July 
1, 1965, is a most unfair critic: 
ism of the ratepayers of the’ 
existing commercial areas. 


Although I have retired from 
political and civic life due to 
ill health, I as a ratepayer in 
the Pier Street and Borrack 
Square commercial areas, feel 

“it is my duty for self preser- 
vation, after paying rates for 
16 years, to prevent my life 
savings being destroyed for 
the benefit of one other. 


Firstly I would like Cr. Lee 
to publish figures comparing 
the total rates paid by the 
ratepayers for the commercial 
area on the corner of Millers 
Road and Civic Parade to the 
total rates of the ratepayers 
in Pier Street, between Queen 
Street and Railway Street for 
1965. I feel both these areas 
have created traffic problems. 
Also comparable figures . for 
these same areas in 1960. 


Is it correct that council 
purchased a modern home op- 
posite the Civic Parade and 
Millers Road shopping area 
for demolition to correct the 
traffic problem at this corner? 


Will the council then be pre- 
pared to spend it in the Pier 
Street area the equivalent 
of the price of a modern home 
on a ratio basis of the rates 
collected from these two areas, 
over the past five years? This 
amount would be adequate 
to purchase available land to 
solve the Plier Street parking 
problem. 


May I remind Cr. Lee that 
the developers of the commer- 
cial area at the corner of 
Queen and Pier Streets had 
firstly to donate a block of 
commercial land which cost 
them approximately £4000 to 
council to widen Queen Street, 
and secondly were forced to 
provide a car park at the rear 
of these shops to prevent any 
future ‘traffic problems. Why 
then should another developer 
be praised and privileged be- 
cause he provided an area of 
rural jJand which cost him 
approximately £2000 for a car 
park. Also the 10% of land 
given to council for commun- 
ity purposes was not through 
benevolance, but by law and 
would have-been allowed for 
in the original purchase of 
Jand by the subdivider. 


Will Cr. Lee advise rate- 
payers why the council is de- 
stroying past town planning 
which cost the ratepayers 
many hundreds of pounds? 
This provided adequate shop- 
ping in future developmental 
areas, conveniently situated 
for the housewife, in the 
centre, of the area, and not 
on main highways. 


Surely Cr. Lee was not 
serious when he stated that 
Mr. Noordenne must be al- 
lowed commercial areas acces- 
sible to a main highway in 
order to finance his ambitious 
scheme, by the sale of one 
block for a petrol filling sta- 
tion. 


For the interest of other 
ratepayers, the rates ,per 
square foot of land paid’ by 
a ratepayer in an average com- 
mercial area is 12 times that 
paid by a residential rate- 
payer. On this basis does Cr. 
Lee still consider that rate- 
payers in commercial areas 
have not fulfilled their obliga- 
‘tions to financing the. coun- 
cil’s progress by paying exces- 
sive rates? 


Cr, Lee’s-interest- in over- 
coming the eyesores which, 
exist on the approaches to 
Altona rests in the council it- 
self, by permitting residential 
blocks to be re-zoned for petrol 
stations? These have ruined 
the approach to Altona. 


To continue this generous 
practice, for special ratepayers, 
no one’s home is safe from de- 
valuation by having a petrol 
station allocated adjacent to 
his home. 


May I remind the present 
council that the tremendous 
progress made in Altona to 
date, is the result of very care- 
ful planning by previous coun- 
cils working with only a quar- 
ter of the revenue available 
today. I hope previous plann- 
ing will not be undermined 
by irrational thinking.

Cr. Lee in his opening re- 
morks in fast week's letter 


asked to be allowed to set the 
record straight. However, his 
letter has some extremely ob- 
vious inaccuracies which need 
to be corrected. 

The following are actual 
quotations from his letter with 
our comments in black— 


1. “Subdivision of approxi- 
mately 400 homes.” - 

The actual. number is 313. 

2. *'10% of the land was 
given to the council ae com- 
munity purposes.’ 

To cur knowledge ‘10% of 
any new subdivision is’ auto- 
matically taken by the council. 
tn fact the subdivider en- 
deavoured ‘to buy this fand 
off the council. 


3. “The council has not 
gone back on its policy of no 
more service stations in Millers 
Road.”” 

Is there a difference in a 
service station set back 50 
yards with no building in be- 
tween? 

4. “This slur on the charac- 
ter of men holding office.” 

Questions were raised on 
policy not characters, 


5. “Such plans are domes- 
tic in nature and are rather 
commonplace.” 

Name another similar. 

6. "Pier Street’’ was mens 
tioned six times. 

The protest was from "V2 
zoned business areas in Al- 
tona. None of the other areas 
were mentioned. 


7. “Altona’s 
50,000 final population ‘and 
with present rate of growth 
this figure is not. far, distant 
in the future.” 

The Board of Works esti- 
mate is 28,000 by 1970. 

Concerning Cr. Lee‘’s charges 
of inactivity of Pier Street 
traders: re parking provisions 
may we remind council that 
the delay in recent negotia- 
tions and correspondence was 
entirely the responsibility of 
the council, a responsibility 
‘since rectified. :

Concerning past opportuni- 
ties to arrange parking we 
would refer to the plan of Dr. 
Ledgar which was abandoned 
by council in 1959, we under- 
stand not on objections of the 
traders but on those of owners 
of residences affected and 
owners of vacant Jand marked 
for acquisition. 


In conclusion we would like 
to state that the Altona Cham- 
ber of Commerce is all for 
competition—it is the life 
blood of the business commun- 
ity. We are not against super- 
markets. We welcome them 
in any of the existing zoned 
commercial areas which as yet 
are only half developed (Coles 
and Woolworths both have 
large supermarket sites in the 
existing areas). With  refer- 
ence to parking the cost to the 
business community in Pier 
Street will be £60,000 over 15 
years in addition to current 
rates to provide parking for 


160 cars. The cost of park- 
ing area given in this sub- 
division should not exceed 


20% of this figure is for 200 
cars and adds an enormous 
value to the commercial crea. 
By the council continually ap- 
Proving commercia! areas in 
new subdivisions out of pro- 
portion te the amount of home 
sites the council is now allow- 
ing any existing shopping area 
to develop with consequentaf 
loss of revenue from Altona.

Dear Sir, 

On behalf of Raymond Riv- 
ett I have entered an Appear- 
ance to the Supreme Court 
Writ ‘for slander issued by 
the Councillors of the Shire 
of Altona against Raymond 
Rivett. Several people have 
suggested to me that in the 
event of the Plaintiffs failing 
to establish their case my 
client should have an action 
for damages against the Coun- 
cillors possibly of the nature 
of defamation. In fact, the 
point has been put much more 
strongly that unless Mr. Riv- 
ett takes some such action it 
is tantamount to an admission 
by him that he is in the 
wrong. As this idea is based 
on a misunderstanding of the 
law I feel that I should in- 
form your readers as to the 
correct position. 

’ The Writ in this matter has 
a very simple endorsement. 
It reads “Each of the Plain- 
tiffs’ claim is for damages 
for slander.”—not another 
word, No particulars are given 
as to the words complained of 
or the occasion on which they 
were alleged to have been 
uttered or the place at which 
or the persons to whom’ they 
were uttered. : 

The Supreme Court Rules 
require that the Plaintiffs 
shall within twenty-one days 
of my client’s entering his 
Appearance file a Statement of 
Claim which will set out their 
precise cause of action. If the 
Plaintiffs fail to file this 
Statement of Claim the De- 
fendant may, apply to the 
Court for the action to be 
struck out for want of prose- 
cution. If on the hearing of 
this application the Court 
makes an order in favour of 
the Defendant he will be en- 
titled to professional costs on 
what is known as the party- 
party basis. This will mean 
that he will recover certain, 
only of his legal costs from 
the Plaintiffs and will have 
to meet the balance out of his 
own pocket. 

Experience shows that in a 
large proportion of Writs based 
on libel or slander no further 
steps are taken after issue 
and service, the Plaintiff 
neither lodging a Statement 
of Claim nor the Defendant 
making an application for the 
action to be struck out. A 
Supreme Court Writ unlike a 
Petty Sessions Summons does 
not nominate a date for hear- 
ing. Consequently, unless fur- 


ther steps are taken the Writ | 


does not auto atically come 
on for hearing before Court. 

Many a writ has been issued 
for no other purpose than to 
stifle public discussion. So 
too, many a writ has been 
issued where it suits a Plain- 
tiff to protest his innocence 
of an allegation made against 
his character even though he 
knows the allegation to be 
true. * 

Time only will tell whether 
or not the Councillors in issu- 
ing this Writ for slander were 
motivated by a genuine desire 
to protect their reputations 
or were actuated by some 
other consideration. In the 
meantime, no certain conclu- 
sion can be drdwn. The diffi- 
culty is that the issue of a 
Writ is a drastic act which 
inevitably attracts publicity— 
the, fact that the action is not 
proceeded with generally 
passes unnoticed.
